| Bill signed to provide child care expansion, financing

Governor Brown signed the 
$500,000 child care bill last week. The 
bill (AB 3790) not only re - finances 
existing campus child care programs, 
but also provides $300,000 for expan- 
sion 

CSUS Child Care Center Director, 
Andrea Setbacken said that the 
allocation of tunds had not yet been 
considered and that there was no in-

dication of how much money CSUS 
will receive 

Two programs Setbacken would 
like + set up with the extra funds are 
an want center, and day care homes 
The day care homes would operate 
much like a babysitting service. Staff 
people would provide day care at a 
parent's home, and would be payed by 
the center, rather than by the parent 

“The only thing we need to do it is 
the personnel. We have ideas and al! 
we need is the money ~ 


Legislative advocate Scott Plotkin 
of the Student President's As 
sociation (SPA) considers AB 3790 
the major student - related legislation 
of the year 

Also signed into law, belatedly was 
AB 3147. which allows resident status 
to Viet Nam refugees 

The law. which took affect 
immediately (September 26). will give 
Calforma resident status to refugees 
who have lived here for at least a vear

The resident status would apply only i 


4 person ts attending school 

The new law would allow refugee 
students to avoid paying expensive 
non - resident tuition fees of $4% per 
unit 

Sponsors ot the measure had 
hoped it would be passed during the 
summer so that the Vietnamese 
students could take full advantage of it 
this semester Untortunatels the 
legislature did not pass the bill until 
the end of the session. And when it was 


passed. the bill staved on the gover 


noi s desk for two weeks 

Now Stegenga and the rest of his 
stall are faced with the job of locating 
those refugee students who have 
alread, paved their non-resident fees 
4 provision in the law allows refunds 
to affected students, requinng them 
only to pay normal tees 

The International Center will also 
try to contact refugees who may have 
passed up schoo! this semester because 
of the heavy tuition fees Stegenga 
helieves that many of these people 






may still be able to get into CSUS 
through some form of late regis 
tration. However, he says that most 
refugees will probably not be able to 
take advantage of the new law until 
next semester

Smog vs. Agricultur

If the present poliution and 
population trends in Calitorma con 
tinue, as is expected, the Sacramento 
Valley could become a haven for air 
pollution. The etfects on locally 
grown crops would be devast oting and 
the loss of pmme agricultural lands 
would ensue 

According to Art Millican, a plant 
pathologist at the State Department 
of Food and Agriculture (DF A), crop 
losses locally have not yet reached 
senous levels But geographical fac- 
tors and air stagnation give the Sac 
ramento Valley and even more so 
the San Joaguin Valley the poten 
tial to mval or surpass the levels of 
pollution now found in and around 
Los A geles The central valley has a 
stagnation potential three times 
greater than the Southern Coastal 
Basin surroudning L.A... says 
Millican 


The effects of air pollution on 
crops range from visible markings on 
the leaf to the actual death of some 
plants.

Estimated agricultural monetary 
loss will continue to increase because 
of greater pollution, new data 
developing on the susceptibility of 
crops, and because aréas such as Sac- 
ramento will be added to statewide 
figures. New methods of measuring 
toxic effects and nsing crop values will 
further inflate fieures according to 
government studies

We are getting some pollution 
Millican said But he insists that “we 
are not vet in a serous pollution 
cycle” Even s figures trom the 
Cahtornia Air Resources Board state 
that in 1974 Sacramento recorded 
pollution levels of over twice the state 
sir quality safety standards for ox 
fants, which causes visible plant 
damage and reduces crop vields, Also, 
very dirty ratings tor dusts and smoke 


have prevailed 


Sacramento unports as well as ex- 
ports smog. Bay area pollution, mov 
ing in concert with fog, slumbers in 
through the Carqueniz Straits. Reach- 
ing Sacramento it joins local pollution 
caused by autos, industry, and the 


hurning of rice stubble 


The presence of fog in connection 
with air pollution is a serious matter 
Sulfur dioxide, an auto emission, can 
nterfere with the growth and 
functioning of a plant without leaving 


visible injury Combined with fog, 
sulfur dioxide becomes sulfunc acid, 
an even greater menace to plants. In 
addition the presence of some 
pollutants, such as aerosols com 
mon around cities raises the dew 
point, Causing toxic Moisture to form 


on crops more frequently 


While damage to crops in tarmland 
surrounding Sacramento may be 
sheht, the damage to. backyard 
gardens is certainly mroe severe. This 
is because of higher auto concen 
tration and the fact cities tend to retain 
pollution 


Piant health may be affected and 
more important, pollutants may be 
concentrated on the outside of the 
plant, according to nutrition and con- 
sumer wnter Carol Horownz. She 
adds that all city - grown plants should 
be thoroughly washed betore being 


eaten 


Other air pollution findings show 
damage to pines at Camino, near 
Placerville caused by ozone. In the 
San Bernardino Mountains o7one 
kills one million pine trees yearly 
Studies also indicate that ethylene, a 
hydrocarbon emitted by autos, can 
retard the growth of tomatoes 


Airborne lead is especially 
dangerous because it travels through 
the food chain. Lead can be ingested 
through eating either affected plants 
or cattle which have been affected 
Forty horses died in Solano County 
between 1968 and 1970 due to eating 
lead - poisoned grass 


Pollution damage to state alfalfa 
crops has reduced yields anywhere 
from 2 per cent in Livermore to 33 per 
cent in Chino 


The introduction of the catalytic 
converter has reduced some of the 
heavy concentrations of hydrocar- 
bons. At the same time though, ti has 
increased the amounts of sulfate inthe 
air

Mainn De Burca, 3%, joint genera 
secretary of Sinn Fein, the political 
wing of the Insh Republican Army 
(IRA) will speak tomorrow at noon in

De Burca will speak on the topic of

Shortly after her birth in Ireland 
her family moved to Chicago. At the 
age of eight she returned to Ireland

At 15, De Burca joined the Irish 
Republican Movement (combination 
of the IRA and Sinn Fein). In 1965, at 


the age of 2/ she was elected to the ex- 
ecutive board of Sinn Fein 

In 1967 she ran forthe Dublin Cor- 
poration City Council, Though De 
Burca lost the election, she received 
substantial support, 


De Burca has been involved in the 
Dublin Housing Action Committee 
tor many years, and has gone to pnison 
for her support of the city’s homeless 


Her main concern at the moment 
deals with the issue of prisoners’ 
rights 


De Burca is one of the founding 
members of the Insh Women’s 
Liberation Movement but left it when 
the movement became too much in-

Thanks to a whopping $153,000 
profit realized by the Hornet 
Bookstore, the financially troubled 
Hornet Foundation has increased its 
profit over last vear by over $100,000 
according to the 1975-76 audit of its 
financial records 

The report, released last Thursday 
at a Meeting of the foundation's board 
of directors, indicated overall profits 
up in all foundation services except 
the central food service in the North 
Dining Hall and the Pub. and The 
Store whichis located on the first floor 
of the University Union 

Ihe foundation 
ponsibilities include the operation of 
all CSUS campus stores and food ser- 
vices, realized an overall profit of 
$141,000, according to the report 

In addition to The Horent 
Bookstore. the University Union food 
service and the Dorm Dining Com-

No pardon 
for Ford 


It is a question of pardons, or to be more specific a question of 
equitable pardons 


President Ford, two years ago, set up what he termed an amnesty 
program for Vietnam era draft evaders and deserters. Just prior to 
that, he had granted a complete pardon to Richard Nixon 


During the presidential debates, the questions of the equity of the 
pardons was directed at Ford. His answer was that his program gave 
the draft evaders an opportunity to earn their place in society and 
clear their records 


Ford assumed that when Nixon resigned, the act of resignation 
was enough punishment for his actions. Nixon was pardoned, before 
any indictment was rendered or his admittance to any crime. Ford 
could not and did not relate the amount of suffering draft evaders and 
deserters have suffered in their exile, compared to the embarrassment 
of Nixon 


Nixon merely had to offer his resignation to earn a pardon trom 
actions against the Ameiican people. Draft evaders must craw] 
through the red tape, and bow before the bureaucrats they refused to 
serve initially to gain their freedom 


Carter has suggested a complete, blanket pardon for those draft 
evaders. He cites it as a means of healing some of the wounds in- 
flicted by the Vietnam war. His idea and program are long overdue 
These exiles who did not waiver in their convictions, some 90,000 of 
them, should be applauded for their actions. The condemnation of 
principles should cease. 


Having spent time in the military in Southeast Asia, this editor 
would welcome the complete pardon of those who chose not to sup- 
port an economic war.

ght be influenced | disagreed with 
the majonty, and the memory of three 
deferise attorneys comes to my mind 
when I review my opimon 

Aj] three attorneys are ap 
proximately the same age and started 
practicing law in the late sixties. They 
are al! male and possess the image of 
the modern - day defense attorney as 1 
view them. They dress very well with 
expensive clothing All three speak 
very rapidly, but very rarely answer 
questions with specifics 

Number one ts a specialist in defen 
ding drunk drivers. | have heard him 
inform his chents of the economics of 
pleading innocent or guilty. He would 
quote them a price of two hundred 
dollars to plead guilty and six hundred 
dollars to plead innocent. The higher 
cost for pleading innocent was 
because the attorney would have to 
appear in court more often. I never 
heard him mention the guilt or in
